Rollerblading in 
February is not usu- 
ally popular in Buffalo, 
N.Y. But with the effects 
of El Niño, Buffalo ex- 
perienced unseason- 
ably warm tempera- 
tures during most of 
the winter months.

Although resi- 
dents of Buffalo might 
disagree, El Niño's re- 
turn in 1997 was 
largely unwelcome
